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Genealogy  is  at  once  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  endless  of  subjects.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  as  is  a  cross  word  puzzle  wherein  one  word  may  lead  to  the  discovery  of  another;  or 
as  a  mystery  story  wherein  a  slight  clv.e  may  lead  long  on  faint  and  devious  trails  beforelhc. 
solution  is  reached.  In  addition  if  frequently  brings  about  stimulating  friendships  with 
new  and  interesting  people.  Genealogy  is  endless  in  that  there  aro  practically  no  limits  to 
which  the  researcher  can  go.  I  know  of  a  man  who  spent  a  lifetime  and  thousands  ofdollars 
in  tracing  his  ancestry  and  family  connections  back  to  the  third  century.  Ancestral  records 
are  usually  extant  and  the  threads  of  relationship  are  ready  for  the  finding. 

However,  the  average  individual  who  attempts  genealogical  research  is  limited  by  both 
time  and  money.  He  must  therefore  sot  arbitrary  limits  on  his  work,  selecting  a  definite 
family  and  attempting  to  make  its  history  complete.  Even  here  he  is  frequently  limited  by 
the  extent  of  cooperation  of  the  relatives.  And  this  sometimes  makes  it  necessary  for  the 
sake  of  uniformity  to  suppress  ir.  the  finished  work  some  of  the  information  received. 

Aside  from  the  matter  of  brevity,  mistakes  are  bound  to  occur  in  a  work  of  this  kind. 
In  certain  cases  reliance  must  be  placed  upon  memories  which  have  reached  their  highest 
powers  of  fact  presentation  long  hence.  However  in  the  Bruner  Family  History  I  have  mode 
every  reasonable  effort  to  avoid  error,  and,  in  the  face  of  confliction  of  opinion, have  se¬ 
lected  those  facts  which  most  concisely  follow  the  apparent  logic  of  events.  In  the  compi¬ 
lation  I  have  interviewea  at  least  one  member  of  all  of  the  thirty-seven  grandchildren  of 
George  Adam  Brunner  raising  either  personally  or  through  the  medium  of  carefully 
worded  questionnaires.  In  addition,  an  abundance  of  information  has  been  supplied  by  Suro- 
poan  histories,  county  histones,  old  family  Bibles,  naturalization  pnoers,  obituaries  al¬ 
bums,  newspaper  clippings,  and  sc  on. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  she  largo  number  of  relatives  who  have  aided  me  in  both 
writing  the  history  and  in  tracing  out  the  Bruner  family  connections.  While  it  is  perhaps 
unwise  to  mention  any  names  without  mentioning  all, yet  I  feel  -that,  special  credit  should  bo 
given  to  Mr .  Alva  Mittan  for  his  financial  backing  in  printing  copies  of  the  book,  and  to 
Jirs.  Jane  Bruner  and  Mr.  Oscar  Hart  who  supplied  the  major  part  of  the  information’nccessary 
for  its  compilation. 


J.  Hart  Rosdail 
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Far  across  the  mighty  Atlantic  in  the  southern 
part  of  Germany  lies  the  statb  of  Wurtemburg.land 
of  our  forefathers.  Its  area  of  7530  square  miles  may 
be  classed  roughly  as  one  half  hilly,  one  third  moun¬ 
tainous,  and  the  remainder  plain.  The  climate  i s  tazp- 
erate  and  abundant  forests  induce  much  rain,  most  of 
which  falls  in  the  summer.  Rich  meadow-lands ,  cornfields, 
orchards,  gardens,  and  hills  covered  with  vines  make 
it  a  peaceful, smiling  country.  Oats, spelt, rye,  '.vheat, 
barley,  hops,  excellent  wino, cattle,  shoep  and  pigs 
bespeak  its  general  prosperity.  Wurtemberg,  land  of 
our  forefathers. 

On  my  bicycle  trip  through  Europe,  I  made  it  a 
point  to  visit  this  country  in  order  to  sec-  if  there 
wore  any  records  extend  of  the  Brunner  family  from 
which  we  are  all  descended.  I  instituted  my  search  in 
the  records  at  Manlbrona,  recorded  birthplace  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Bruner ,youngest  son  ofGeorge  Adam  Brunner  (born 
Sept. 22, 1775)  and  Catherine  Margaret  Pastro  (bora  Ji ch. 
2,1777)*  The  Staathalter  at  Maulbronn  unearthed  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  Brunner  records  might  be  found  at  the 
village  of  Iffilacre.  Here,  however,  I  was  sent  to  hie 
nearby  town,  of  DUhmcnz.  Among  the  records  here  the 
earliest  Brunner  reference  is: 

"Hans  Martin  Brunner,  son  of  Jacob  Brunner, in  Stau- 
fenberg  near  Fibhtenberg  and  with  i  argarita,  daughter 
of  Melchior  Riohiin  in  Grop-SLattbach  , (a tavn  south  of 
Durmenz,  Wo  books  of  this  place  at  this  date  &ro  ex¬ 
tant)  in  1655,  13  Febv.  married  in  Durmenz." 

Since  the  Pfarror  of  Dffcmenz  was  forced  to  leave 
on  a  business  trip  of  several  days , and  as  I  had  nei¬ 
ther  the  time  nor  the  means  to  await  his  return,  it 
was  impossible  to  follow  out  the  connection  between 
George  Adam  and  Hons  Martin  Brunner.  In  regard  to 
Catherine  Margaret  Pastro  ("o"  is  silent),  Herr  R 
discovered  that  there  were  records  of  fhstres  as  early 


as  1700  in  the  neighboring  town  of  Gros  Villar.  The 
Pastres,  he  found,  were  a  French  family  belonging  to  a 
Protestant  sect  of  people  exiled  from  the  south  of  Eu¬ 
rope  by  Catholics  and  known  as  the  Vaudois (pronounced 
"Vo-dwa").  In  order  to  get,  therefore,  at  the  very 
fountain-head  of  our  blood  beginnings, let  us  consid  r 
very  briefly  the  fascinating  story  of  the  Vaudois. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  the  southeast  of 
Wurtemborg  across  the  mighty, snow- clad  summits  of  the 
Swiss  Alps,  lie  the  martyred  valleys  of  Vaudois.  They 
are  located  in  Piedmont,  in  Italy, to  the  west  and  south 
of  Turin,  and  deep  in  the  mountains  close  to  the  French 
lino.  Indeed  the  most  important  Vaudois  valley,  that 
of  Pragcla  (Pra-zhco-la)  (in  which  the  Bruner  descend¬ 
ant  is  chiefly  interested)  belonged  to  Savoy,  nov. 
part  of  France,  until  it  passed  to  Italy  in  1713*  Haro 
is  a  country  rugged  in  the  extreme,  -  a  country  where 
the  majestic  peaks  of  the  Cottian  Alps  tower  over  dark 
abysses  and  wild,  inaccessible  mountain  passes;  where 
mountain  rivers  sprung  from  high  glacial  fastnesses 
flew  down  to  the  plains  of  Piedmont. 

As  early  as  the  twelfth  century  history  records  a 
religious  people  of  French  blood  and  Protestant  faith 
in  this  region,  who  wore  given  the  name  of  their  vail  as- 
" Vaudois".  Among  other  things  the  Vaudois  believed  in 
the  absolute  authority  and  inspiration  of  the  Bible, 
Trinity  in  the  Godhead,  and  above  all,  faith  werkin g  by 
love.  As  Catholicism  progressed  through  the  years  and 
"attired  itself  in  new  forms  tf  w«r ship..., the  contrast 
daily  become  mere  striking  between  its  pompous  innova¬ 
tions  and  the  ancient  simplicity  of  the  Vaudois.  In 
order,  therefore,  to  reduce  them  tc  the  despotic  unaty 
of  Rome,  there  v;ero  sent  against  them .."  those  fear¬ 
ful  agents  of  high  treachery  known  s  the  inquisitors. 
During  the  lipbh  to  17th  centuries  the  Vaudois  were  al¬ 
most  continuously  persecuted  as  heretics  by'  the  Cath  - 
olio  church.  "History  records  no  deeds  of  cruelty  more 
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atrocious,  no  persecutions  more  terrible?  At  one 
time  3000  Taudois  took  refuge  in  a  great  cave  cn  the 
side  of  a  pr'c.ipice  6000  feet  high.  At  the  mouth 
the  soi.iiers  oi  the  Pops  set  a  fire  which  suffocated 
all  the  occupants  including  1*00  small  children.  In 
one  in.atar.ee  100  captives  were  slaughtered  with  a 
knife  as  pigs  are  slaughtered  to-day,  Sc.votim  e  s 
numbers  of  Vaudois  were  burned  at  the  stake  on  rcsse. 
Individual  Vaudois  were  seized  on  the  slighteVF'pre- 
text,  one  of  the  gravest  of  which  was  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Bibles.  Such  martyrs,  both  men  said  women, 
were  tortured,  sometimes  by  the  nest  horrible  bar¬ 
barisms  the  minds  of  fanatical  soldiery  could  cor,  - 
ceive,  —  tortures  and  outrages  so  atrociously  diabol¬ 
ical  they  paled  into  insignificance  such  relatively 
tame  instruments  of  destruction  as  the  ctrapado.thc 
rack,  and  slow  burning  at  the  stake,  Alrxost  without 
exception  these  people  died  refusing  wi  th  their  lost 
breath  to  renounce  the  religion  of  their  fathers. 
"No  history  has  mors  abounded  in  marvels  than  that 
of  the  Vaudois;  no  church  in  martyrs."10-  Sown 
tenths  of  the  sect  died  of  hunger  and  disease  i  n 
dungeons,  where  they  wore  ordered  thrown  by  the  pa¬ 
pal  authorities. 

Among  the  rocords  of  these  persecutions  ther  c 
is  an  edict  which  is  of  great  interest  to  S  r  uno  r 
descendants.  It  reads  as  follows: 

"Arret  de  la  cour  du  par  lorn  ant  du  Dauphinc, 
por feint  defense  a  Claude  Pastro  de  Ville-Close  de 
Mentoules,  en  Pragela,  et  a  tout  autros  de  la  reli¬ 
gion,  de  faire  auoune  assemblec  sous  pretext  •  do 
priereo,  &c...  Grenoble,  7th  Decembro,  1679" •  ^ 

And  so  theso  poor  half-starved  people  vrere  ab 
last  forced  Into  exile  during  the  years  1685-1667  . 
On  the  v:ay  their  children  were  frequently  g  tolen 
from  them  to  be  brought  up  as  Catlioli.es/  In  0:10 


instance  the  Vaudois  were  driven  out  at  night  in  the 
dead  of  v; Tatar ,  and  150  half-clad  martyrs  perished  . 
In  another  ,  66  died  in  a  violent  snowstorm  such,  as 
only  the  Alp?  ■"an  p»  odr.ee.  On  their  arrival  at  Gen¬ 
eva,  Switzerland,  places  were  sought  for  them  in  that 
country  and  in  Germany.  Among  The  exiles  from  the 
valley  of  B-ygelo,  deputies  wore  sent  to  the  elector 
of  Brandenburg  "to  ask  an  asylum  in  his  dominions  ,  " 
"These  deputies  wore  a  pastor,  Janes  Papon,  and  two 
laymen,"  James  (Jacques)  Pr.stro  r.r.d  John  Pastrocourt, 
country  me rch. lilts  .3  Thus  it  would  appear  that  some 
of  the  Pastres  settled  temporarily  ir.  Brandon  b  e  rg. 

Now  while  2000  Vaudois  from  Pragela  preceded  or 
followed  their  bratherr.  from  Piedmont  into  exile  in 
order  to  secure  free  religious  life  following  the  in¬ 
famous  revocation  of  Edict  of  Nantes,  the  poorest 
were  under  the  necessity  of  remaining.  These  were 
persecuted  no  loss.  "Even  prayer  and  religious  con¬ 
solation  of  the  sick  were  now  made  matters  of  accu¬ 
sation.  'Last  autumn]  says  a  document  of  the  oerr 
iod,  ’the  vicar- general  of  the  provostship  of  Oulx  ^ 
gave  information  of  a  fact  concerning  John  Challior 
of  Pourridrcs,  who  was  surprised  in  the  act  of  making 
prayer,  after  tho  manner  of  the  Protestants  for  one 
called  Peter  Pastro,  who  was  afflicted  at  the  time 
with  a  very  dangerous  malady....  This  oase  dem  ands 
an  exemplary  punishment. ’"5 

Some  of  the  oxiled  Vaudois  settled  in  Wartem- 
berg,  but  duo  to  religious,  political,  and  economi  c 
reasons  they  were  not  permitted  to  remain.  These 
joined  with  other  homesick  Vaudois  to  effect  "The 
Glorious  Return"  to  their  native  valleys  in  the  Alps 
in  1689.  The  story  of  this  heroic  expedition  of  1000 
Vaudois  men  is  more  interesting  than  fiction.Secrecy 
was  necessary  and  they  had  to  travel  by  night  and  in 
snow  over  almost  unknown  and  inaccessible  Alp  i  n  e 
passes.  Armed  forces  wore  overcome  or  avoided  by 
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skirting  the  sides  of  precipitous  gorges,  which  made 
the  hair  of  even  these  hardy  mountaineers  stand  on  end 
when  they  beheld  them  by  daylight.  Once  their  val¬ 
leys  were  conquered,  the  exiles  in  Germany  and  Switzer¬ 
land  wept  tears  of  joy  and  returned  at  once  t  >  their 
beloved  Vaudois  Alps, 

During  succeeding  years  the  Vaudois  fought  for 
Victor  Amadeus  of  Savoy  in  his  war  with  Louis  IV  of 
Franoe.  They  distinguished  themselves  so  valorous  ly 
in  battle  that  they  were  restored  officially  to  the  5  r 
own  rights;  but  under  the  treaty  of  peace  concluding 
the  war,  the  Duke  of  Savoy  was  forced  to  issue  an  edict 
which  compelled  all  French  refugees  driven  into  his  do¬ 
main  by  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  to  leave 
within  two  months  under  poin  of  death  And  so  more 
than  JiOOO  Vaudois  again  went  into  exile.  However  Vic¬ 
tor  Amadeus  privately  assured  the  native  Vaudois  of 
tranquil lity.  But  the  exile  of  so  many  of  their  num¬ 
ber,  including  pastors,  compelled  the  Vaudois  church  to 
hold  an  extraordinary  synod  at  Bobi  on  Aug,  12,  1608, 
Captain  Pastrefj  and  Joseph  Doimeaud  were  deputed  by 
this  Synod  to  go  to  Turin  to  peti  tion  the  icing  to  allow 
pastors  to  be  brought  for  a  time  from  Switzerland  to 
succeed  the  French  ministers. ^ 

But  war  again  broke  out  between.  Savoy  and  Franoe 
and  in  1713  under  the  treaty  of  lltreeht,  Pragels  became 
part  of  Piedmont  under  the  Duke  of  Savoy.  Finally  in 
1750,  Victor  Amadeus  becoming  old  and  bigot  ,d .  Sea  t 
himself  to  the  influence  of  Romo  and  in  spit/  of  the 
friendly  intercession  of  Frederic  William  of  Prussia, 
ordered  all  Vaudois  from  the  country.  Amongst  th  o  sc 
expatriated  from  Pragola  were  "...Jacob  Perron,  the 
author  of  the  memoirs  which  I  havo  so  often  quoted..., 
and  the  Ronchail  family, —  also  the  grave  and  mild 
old  man  who  was  accustomed  to  oonduct  religious  oxer- 
cisos  at  Les  Traverses  in  the  absence  of  the  past  or, 
and  whose  wifo  became  the  mother  of  a  third  child  cn 
hor  way  into  exile. "a  "The  name  of  this  wortny  elder. 
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.  was  John  Pastre;  his  brother  Thomas  was  accompan” 
ed  by  his  wife  and  six  children".^  Some  of  the  Vau¬ 
dois  exiles  set  out  for  Holland;  others  remain  ad  in 
'Switzerland,  or  passed  into  Germany.  It  would  not  seem 
illogical  to  assume  that  John  and  Thomas  Pastre  joined 
their  relatives  in  Wurtsnberg. 

among  tne  more  than  3 000  Vaudois  mentioned  ab.  sve 
who  were  exiled  into  Switzerland  for  the  winter  of  1698, 
three  Vaudois  deputies  were  chosen  to  go  to  Wurtombesrg 
to  obtain  a  fixed  residence  there.  Switzerland  would 
not  consent  to  keep  thorn  except  for  the  winter,  due  to 
the  bad  harvest  of  tho  year  and  general  over  population. 
These  deputies  included  Henry  Amaua  for  the  refugees 
and  Vaudois  of  the  valley  of  Luooraa,  James  Pastre  for 
those  of  Pragola,  and  Stephen  Muret  for- ■fcKosd  of  Per- 
ouse  and  St,  tort-in. l0  Tho  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  was  fav¬ 
orably  disposed  toward  tho  poor  Vaudois  and  wath  th  o 
intercession  and  financial  aid  of  England, Holland^, xnd 
the  other  states  of  Germany,  the  Vgudois  wore  admitted 
for  colonization.  About  300  families  went  to  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Wdulbronn,  where  they  preferred  to  found  clos¬ 
ely  situated  villages  rather  than  become  widely  scat¬ 
tered.  The  most  considerable  of  those  little  cclonios 
was  that  01  Gros  Viilar,  ’mined  after  Villar  Pinachc  in 
a  Vaudois  valley  near  Pragela. 

The  oriels  and  hopes  of  these  colonies  during  suc¬ 
ceeding  years  is  a  story  both  pathetic  and  inspiring  . 
During  the  first  part  of  the  18th  century,  as  we  have 
noted,  more  exiles  come  from  the  Vaudois  valleys  of  I- 
taly.  These  ©migrants  settled  in  Maulbronn,  Heilbronn, 
and  adjacent  districts.  All  continued  through  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  century  to  maintain  their  old  tradition  s , 
forms  of  worship,  and  language,  —  the  peculiar  French 
patios  of  the  valleys.  This  self-preservation  of  sect- 
traditions  was  dua  largely  to  the  care  which  they  took 
tc  contract  marriages  only  among  themselves.  Howovcr 
shortly  after  1800  and  especially  after  1821, they  were 
gradually  assimilated,  usually  against  their  will,  by 
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the  Lutheran  church,  the  German  language,  and  the  Ger¬ 
man  people.  The  story  of  this  assimilation  as  given 
by  Muston  is  a  pathetic  but  inevitable  one.  It  embodies 
another  reference  to  the  name  Pastre  as  it  is  stated 
that  in  I83I4  the  schoolmaster  of  Rorbach  in  "Hesse  - 
Darmstadt  whose  name  was  Pastre,  still  knew  a  little 
of  the  patios  of  the  Vaudois  valleys.11'  But  as  late 
as  the  18U0's,  both  Monastier^  ;md  Itiston  speak  of  the 
swarthy  complexions,  keen  eyes,  black  hair,  and  features 
less  expanded,  generally  forming  "the  characteristics 
by  which  these  inheritors  of  a  warmer  blood,  still 
telling  of  a  southern  sun,  may,  for  a  long  ti-m  e,  be 
recognized  in  the  midst  of  a  German  population."  Al¬ 
though  many  of  the  Bruners  living  in  America  today  are 
more  like  the  blond,  Teutonic  type,  I  am  reminded  ofen 
Ohio  cousin^  who  writes:  "Everyone  says  the\  cun 
tell  we  are  Bruners;  all  dark  hair  and  dark  eyes. "Per¬ 
haps  even  at  this  distant  date  more  of  the  »o  r tyred 
blood  of  the  Vaudois  f lev's  through  our  veins  than  we 
think. 

Thus  ends  a  very  brief  resume'  of  the  story  of  tho 
Vaudois,  about  whom  enough  volumes  have  beer;,  written 
to  fill  a  large  library.  Among  these  books  die  d  e- 
scendant  might  do  well  to  read  the  authentic  and  highly 
engrossing  two-volume  work  entitled  "The  Israel  of 
the  Alps"  by  Muaton,  from  which  this  summary  is  con¬ 
densed.  We  should  caution  ourselves  in  reading  thi  s 
history  against  assuming,  prima  facie,  that  the  Claude, 
James,  John, and  other  Pcstres  mentioned  above  arc  di¬ 
rect  ancestors  of  our  common  grandmother,  Catherin  e- 
Margaret  Pastre  Brunner.  It  is  quite  possible  th  a  t 
they  were;  yet  they  may  have  been  great-uncles  crocus- 
ins.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  exact  relationship  -Could 
be  traced  in  the  records  of  the  Vaudois  villages,  but 
since  my  written  request  to  the  pfarrer  for  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  Brunners  of  ?.5nuibronn  went  unanswer¬ 
ed,  he  probably  assumes,  and  justly  so,  that  he  should 
be  paid  for  his  trouble.  Should  any  descendant  be  in¬ 


terested  I  would  be  glad  to  cooperate  with  them  in  pro¬ 
moting  further  research.  But  until  then  it  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  sufficient  for  us  to  know  that  we  do  descend  from 
these  people,  the  Vaudois;  and  to  know  that  our  ances¬ 
tral  family,  the  Pastre  family,  was  probably  both  large 
and  influential.  For  in  a  book  such  as  that  of  Muston, 
which  is  a  history  only,  rather  than  a  document  ofrac*^ 
we  find  mention  of  the  name  Pastre  no  less  than  nine 
times;  and  we  note  that  a  Pastre  was  chosen  at  one  line 
as  one  of  three  representatives  out  of  3000  people. 

Now  let  us  consider  in  a  word  the  larger  political 
aspects  of  Wurtemberg  which  led  to  our  forefathers  com¬ 
ing  to  America.  In  1800,  at  the  time  of  the  birth  c  f 
John  George  Brunner,  Frederick  II  ruled  the  Kingdom  of 
Wurteroburg.  In  1309  he  joined  Napoleon,  greatest  ofmLl- 
itary  geniuses,  in  bis  campaigns  against  Prussic  .Austria, 
and  Russia.  In  1815  Wurtemberg  joined  the  German  Con  - 
federation.  In  1819  William  I  granted  anew  constitu¬ 
tion  and  four  years  later  his  son,  Charles  I,  succeeded 
him  as  ruler  of  tho  kingdom.  During  these  years  and  those 
following,  the  people  mere  in  revolt  over  such  qicetions 
ns  the  joining  of  states  into  a  union  and  the  desire  for 
a  liberal  constitution.  There  was  suppression  of  speech 
and  press  and  considerable  persecution.  And  it  was  to 
avoid  this  revolution  that  our  forefathers  came  to  Ar, erioa. 

Now  the  children  of  George-  Adam  Brunnor  and  Cath  - 
erine  Margaret  Pastre  Brunner,  -with  their  places  of  birth 
as  recorded  in  the  United  States,  are  as  follows:  John 
George  Brunnor,  born  in  Germany  Mch.6, 1800;  John  Lewis 
Bruner  born  April  28,  1305,  in  the  Kingdom  of  Wurttem- 
burg;1^  Katharine  Bruner,  born  Aug.  15,  1810,  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Vfurttemburg;  Peter  Jeremiah  Bruner,  born 
Jul.12,1333  in  Vdjrttemburg;  and  Alexander  Bruaar,  born 
Apr.  6,1818  at  M'aulbronr ,  Ylurttemburg . ^5  1  found  n  o 
record  of  tho  latter  birth  at  Maulbronn  but  it  is  quite 
probable  that  tho  name  comes  down  to  us  simply  because 
it  was  the  largest  town  in  the  district.  And  inviowof 
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the  above  observations  it  seems  quite  safe  to  as  sir 
the  bi  rth?  of  all  ^ive  children  and  possibly  t'-.e  p  a  rants 
as  well,  took  place  in  the  general  vicinity. 

Joim  George. Brunner  was  the  first  of  the  Brunnere  h 
cone  to  America.16  He  came  wi  tr.  a  fondly,  the  head  of  w’.i’h 
we  shall  call  Mr.  A.  John  George  Brunner  was  engaged  to 
the  daughter  of  Hr.  A  and  they  were  supposed  to  have  bee 
married  when  the  ship  reached  New  York,  Mr.  A  was  pay  5 r  g 
John  George's  passage  across  the  ocean.  There  wn  dancing 
on  board  the  ship  for  pastime  and  his  fiancee  wished  hire  t, 
entertain  ha-'.  However,  John  George  had  very  little  money 
and  !ie  did  not  wish  tc  spend  it  that  way  and  so  the  match 
broke  up.

Finally  they  came  to  a  trap  door  i?v  the  side  of  the  street 
or  sidewalk.  Hr.  B  raised  the  door  and  shoved  John  George 
inside.  The  young  adventurer  was  a  bit  alarmed,  to  say 
the  least,  and  did  not  know  what  was  going  to  happen  to  hi®. 
About  eleven  o’clock  that  night  Mr.  B  came  end  said  he  had 
found  a  man  with  a  freighter  wagon  who  was  going  out  in  th* 
country  a  day's  travel  and  ho  could  go  along  and  vary  prol- 
ably  find  work:.

County,  Ohio,  in  the  latter  part  of  1831.  In  I832  he 
married  Hannah  C.  Hall,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania .  She 
was  horn  of  German  parents2^  on  June  26,  1811,  one  of  a 
family  of  sight  sisters  and  eight  brothers .  By  -trade 
John  Lewi s  Bruner  "was  a  shoemaker  and  he  divided  his 
attention  between  that  occupation  and  faming.  Selling 
his  property  in  Ohio  in  I851  he  cane  with  his  family  (then, 
consisting  of  seven  girls  and  two  boys)  to  Linn  Court  -, 
Iowa,  making  the  trip  overland  in  a  wagon  and  arri vi  ng 
here  in  Moy  of  that  year.  They  found  this  country  out 
sparsely  settled  and  wild  game  was  abundant. Two  brothers 
helped  to  move  the  family  and  on  reaching  Iowa  sold  the  r 
teams  and  returned  to  Ohio  by  water.  The  father  bought 
two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Buffalo  Township  and  out  'r- 
ed  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  from  the  Government.  This 
he  placed  under  cultivation  and  at  the  tins  of  him  death 
...  lied  s  nicely  improved  farm.  The  large  double  lor. 
house  wus  located  in  Section  9  on  the  first  place  south 
of  tlie  Storey  Bridge  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  road. 
In  those  early  days  he  did  his  marketing  either  in  Dubu¬ 
que  or  Muscatine. "27  He  must  have  been  a  superstitious 
cld  gentleman  ae  he  had  a  fire  charm  in  which  ho  hf  great 
faith.  .This  ©harm  was  in  the  form  of  the  following  ac¬

While  splitting  rails  he  become  overheated  one  ti  no  and 
developed  &  severe  cold.  This  settled  on  hie  lun.s  and 
turned  into  what  was  then  called  consumption.  He  d  o' 
Nov.  19,  1658,  at  the  oge  of  33  ysars,  6  months,  and  17 
days.  He  is  buried  in  Boulder  Cemetery. 

Hannah  0.  Hall  Bruner, His  wife,  perhaps  shared 
her  husband's  super stituions, although  "both  wera  earnest 
and  consistent  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,-5"  S3rv 


believed  in  ghosts  and  used  to  scare  her  grandchildren  al¬ 
most  to  death  with  her  hair-raising  tales.  She  was  a very 
large,  kind  woman  who  never  knar  her  birthday  although  sjp 
was  fairly  sure  as  to  the  year  of  her  birth.  After  her 
husband's  death  the  form  was  divided  among  tlie  heirs  and 
she  continued  to  remain  on  the  old  homestead.  She  often 
visited  her  children  and  helped  then  care  for  their  fami¬ 
lies.  Her  daughter  Christens  Bruner  Mine hart  died  with 
consumption  (as  did  several  of  her  sisters)  in  lo68and she 
went  to  live  in  her  home  and  take  care  of  the  chi! Aron. 
In  I878  we  find  her  in  the  home  of  her  youngest  daughter, 
Lydia  Ann  Bruner  Bond,  in  Maine  Towns'Ll .  cast  of  Contra! 
City.  Here  she  died  on  January  26,  1886,  at  the  age  of 
75  of  "sickness  of  old  age. "31  At  that  date  the  number 
of  grandchildren  was  119,  t|8  of  whom  were  s-rcat- grsni ch  11- 
dron. --1  Sha  was  buried  in  Boulder  Cemetery. 

Some  account  shall  here  be  given  of  the  children  cf 
John  Lewis  Bruner  and  Hannah  C.  H&13 ,  most  of  whom  ware 
pioneers  ir.  their  own  right.  Anna  Magdalene  Bruner  mar¬ 
ried  Daniel  Smith,  nephew  of  Jonathan  Smith  , Sr  The  y 
lived  in  the  large  stone  house  southwest  of  the  B  ouider 
Cichoolhouse.  Christens  Bruner  married  George  Washington 
Rinehart,  brother-in-law  of  her  Uncle  Alexander  Bruner  . 
For  the  interesting  story  of  George  Washington  Rinehart-* 3 
trip  to  California  in  the  gold  rush  the  reader  cr  de¬ 
scendant  is  referred  to  "The  Mine hart  Family  History  .The 
couple  were  married  June  27,  1856,  and  took  up  residence 
cn  200  aero s  purchased  with  California  gold  in  Secti  n  22 
Buffalo  Township,  Linn  County,  I  own.  They  went  to  Ctiioan 
a  visit  shortly  after  thoir  marriage.  The  trip  was  made 
in  n  lynchpin  wagon  which  George  made  himself  and  which 
was  afterwards  sold  to  John  Birk.  After  tlie  birth  of  the 
three  oldest  children  Matt  Finn  was  hired  to  build  a  large 
frtso  hout-:  tc*  rvp]<i«3  the  1  ->g  cabin.  For  hi  e  sorvi  a  (f* 
Mr.  Fir!  received  forty  amts  f  land. 
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The  third  child,  Simon  Peter  Bruner  married, on  Sepc. 
10,  186l,  s  Bohemian  girl,  Catharine  '."'slants.,  They  adopt¬ 
ed  a  niece  of  Katy’s.**  They  settled  on  Section  9.  Buff¬ 
alo  Township,  but  in  1878  moved  to  Section  10,  The  fourth 
child,  Rannah  Catharine  Brurer,  married  »Vil liam  Holoeon 
(Bill)  Mittan.  'Hie  story  goos  that  Bill  lived  around 
Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  He  had  brothers  in  Illinois  and 
around  t'anchest.er,  Iowa,  sc  he  and  ft  cousin  decided  to  go 
west.  From  Illinois  they  care  to  Anaraosa,  Iowa,  in  ores* 
to  go  to  Turkey  Timber,  which  was  the  name  of  lien  Chester 
at  that  time,  They  walked  through  a  foot  of  snow  up  enthe 
famous  ridge  road.  They  Pound  a  little  log  hut  to  at.  a  y 
in  but  the  woman  said,  "Wo  have  no  room  hut  you  oar.  have 
something  to  eat"  Just  then  the  husband  came  in  with  a 
doer  on  his  shoulder,  H*  confirmed  her  statement  but  di¬ 
rected  them  to  a  big  double  log  house  on  the  bottoms  of 
the  Buffalo,  Here  they  found  lots  of  young  people, 
eight  girls  and  two  buys.  After  supper  they  all  played 
games.  Bill's  cousin  joked  with  him  about  the  girl  s,  "Good 
locking  girls,"  he  said,  "I  have  one  picked  out  and  I.  c. 
coming  back."  The  two  travelers  got  up  early  too  n  e  :  t 
morning,  said  goodbye,  and  went  on  to  Turkey  Timber  .later 
they  went  to  Kingston  (now  known  as  Cedar  Rapids)  Bill 
found  work  at  Hunters  Corners  (now  called  Louisa;  located 
on  the  main  line  of  the  Milwaukee,  Ho  later  drifted  back- 
over  on  the  Buffalo  end  married  Hannah  Catharine  Bruner, 
one  of  the  "good-looking  girls."  And  the  woman  who  had 
said  "no  room"  later  became  Bill’s  second,  wife.  Her  full 
name  was  then  Jane  Franks  Schoonover  Kit  tali  and  she  r.  s 
the  mother  of  Mrs.  Isaac  Jone than  Bickel.^* 

"William  P.olooor.  Kit  tan  and  his  vri  fe, Hannah  Catharine 
Bruner,  went  to  Nebraska  in  1868.  The  following  story  is 
contributed  by  Mary  Elizabeth  Vittcn  Rothwell  ofSeligman, 
Arizona,  the  oldest  child: 


"The  only  thing  of  interest  that  I  remember  is  bt  Par¬ 
ents  moving  from  lows,  to  Nebraska  in  a  covered  wagon.  It 
was  in  1868  that  we  left  Linn  County,  Iowa,  w;  th  a  team  ard. 

I  think  we  traveled  three  day s  when  we  joi  n- 
ed  eleven  oilier  wagons  all  going  tc  Nebraska,  which  the/ oil 
thought  was  a  land  of  plenty.

Nothing  happened  and  the  next  day 
wo  learned  that  they  worn  a  harmless  tribe  moving  that-  ar-rr 
ns  they  had  said. 
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"We  settled  in  Gage  County  as  I  have  said  and  £>  u  r 
first  summer  we  spent  in  a  tent  put  up  near  a  creek  a  t 
the  home  of  Chris  Fuller.  father  put  in  a  small  girclen 
and  planted  com,  and  then  started  to  build  a  place  for 
his  family.  It  was  what  they  called  in  those  days  a  dug- 
out,  being  two  rooms  dug  in  the  side  of  a  hill.  Ours  was 
covered  with  shingles  however  instead  of  dirt  as  most  o  f 
them  were.  It  was  fixed  up  quite  comfortably  and  here  we 
lived  for  nearly  four  years. 

"Our  first  year  we  had  very  little  to  eat  except  wild 
game  and  cornbread  since  the  garden  all  died  for  wont  of 
rain.  But  still  we  managed  to  get  through  with  what  work 
my  father  got  to  do  at  odd  times;  and  the  next  year  we 
had  cows,  pigs,  and  chickens  and  raised  plenty  of  every¬ 
thing.  The  next  year  when  the  crops  v.'oro  looking  fine  the 
grasshoppers  came.  They  lit  at  noon  one  day  and  by  night 
the  next  day  there  was  nothing  left  but  the  thick  parts  rf 
the  cornstalks  ,  The  root  crops  were  not  ripe  enough  to 
gather  when  the  grasshoppers  ate  the  tops  off,  so  they  all 
died.  It  was  too  late  to  plant  more  and  that  was  another 
hard  year. 

"In  the  fall  of  1868  my  grandmother,  Hanna!;  Hall  Humor 
and  her  future  son-in-law,  Thomas  C.  Bond,  came  out  to  vis¬ 
it  us.  However  Grandmother  was  called  back  to  Iowa  by 
the  death  of  her  daughter  Christena,  Oct.  26. 

"It  was  in  November  of  1868  that  my  Uncle  Lewis  3runer 
and  his  sister  Martha  came  to  Nebraska.  While  with  us  my 
Uncle  Lewis  joined  a  party  of  men  and  went  buffalo-hunt¬ 
ing.  He  killed  one  and  brought  it  home.  It  was  certain¬ 
ly  fine.  We  dried  the  heavy  meat  and  salted  down  the  beny 
parts  and  so  we  had  meat  until  summer .  Mary  Martha  Bruner 
married  Andrew  Fuller,*-3  who  was  working  for  us,  and  lived 
neighbors  to  us.*'3  Uncle  Lewis  then  married  a  Miss  Jane 
Harding  ....  He  also  settled  on  a  homestead  near  us.  Then 


in  1872  we  moved  back  to  Iowa  on  account  of  my  mother's 
health  and  on  April  lit.,  1873  she  passed  away  and  our  lane 
was  broken  up." 

The  family  returned  by  train,  arriving  in  Linn  Co., 
Iowa,  on  Oct- 30,1872.  Their  first  night  was  spenton  the 
John  Birk  place.  Hannah  Catharine  Bruner  Mittan  died  in 
the  large  stone  house  of  Daniel  Smith,  her  fcrother-in  l-»n 
William  Roloson  Mittan  remarried  one,  Jane  Franks  Schoon¬ 
over  ,  mother  of  Mrs  Isaac  Jonathan  Bickel . * •  They 
settled  on  Jane's  place  on  the  bottoms  of  the  Buffalo  tut 
later  lived  on  the  Isaac  Bickei  Farm.  Bill  Mittan  died 
Oct.l,  191i|.,  ah  the  age  of  83  years,  2  months  and  1  day. 

Laura  Ann  Bruner,  the  fifth  child  of  John  Lewis  and 
Hannah.  C.  Hall  Bruner,  married  William  Shoemaker  Sr.  He 
was  born  in  Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  the  son  of  one,  Jake 
Shoemaker. 53  After  the  death  of  Laura  Ann  (aged  1x2 years, 
8  months,  and  8  days),  William  returned  to  Ohio  and  mar¬ 
ried  Hells saSbright.  He  died  and  was  cremated  there  . 

Levina  Jane  Bruner,  the  sixth  child,  married  t&xrcus 
Aurelius  Hart,  son  of  George  Hart  and  Caroline  Lowry.  Ha 
was  born  in  Ohio,  coming  to  Linn  County  with  his  parents 
in  18146 .  For  the  details  of  this  interesting  trip  the 
reader  or  descendant  is  referred  to  "The  Hart  Family  His¬ 
tory.  "  Marc  and  Lovina  Hart  farmed  the  paternal  place 
in  Buffalo  Township,  now  known  as  the  Jake  Birk  place. 
Marc  died  Oct.  12,  I89O,  and  was  buried  in  Perkins  Cerr.e- 
teiy,  Buffalo  Township.  Lovina  Jane  then  married  on  Do 0. 
2i4,l891,  John  Russel  Campbell,  who  was  born  in  Mexico, Os¬ 
wego  County,  New  York,  May  23,  1836,  and  had  been  pre¬ 

viously  married  to  one  ,  Olive  Malissa  Magee, deceased  . 
Lovina  Jana  Bruner  Hart  and  her  husband  then  went  to 
Sinton,  Texas,  to  live  near  Lovina' s  youngest  daughter1. 
John  Russel  Campbell  died  there  and  was  brought  back  to 
Springville  Cemetery  and  buried  with  his  first  wife.Lov- 
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ina  then  went  to  Sioux  City,  Iowa.,  near  one  of  her  sons; 
and  died  there,  June  13,  19(22.  She  was  brought  b?,ok  an  d 
buried  in  Wilcox  Cemetery,  Viola,  Iowa. 

Margaret  Elisabeth  Bruner,  the  seventh  child,  mar¬ 
ried  David  Faler.  Of  all  the  Bruner  families  the  cam- 
pilator  found  this  one  the  hardest  to  trace,  and  it  was 
four  years  before  the  last  branch  was  finally  located  . 
David  Faler  was  born  in  Ohio  of  German  ancestry  ana  he 
and  his  wife  were  first  cousins.  He  cams  to  Iowa  during 
the  Civil  War,  married  Margaret  Elizabeth,  end  they  re¬ 
turned  to  Ohio,  Their  first  four  children  were  born 
there,  presumably  in  began  County,  during  the  period 
Jan.  12,1865,  to  Feb.  28,1870  inclusive,  Feb.  17,'  1871., 
the  fifth  child  was  bora  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  pre  - 
sumably  near  Cedar  Vale  in  the  western  part  of  Chatcuqua 
County,  and  only  a  few  miles  from  the  Oklahoma  boundary. 
The  sixth  and  seventh  children,  the  latter  born  April 
10,  1877,  wore  al30  born  near  Cedar  Vale.  Within  the 
next  year  Dave  and  his  brother-in-law,  Lewis  Alexander 
Bruner  (Soe  below),  traded  farms.  They  swapped  "sight- 
unseon."  Dave  had  80  acres  in  Chatauquu  County  i/hilo 
lewis  had  160  acres  in  Gage  County,  Nebraska,  with  a®  00 
mortgage.  The  latter  land  was  located  8  miles  oast  of 
Beatrice  on  a  little  stream  called  Mud  Creek  and  aoout 
as  close  to  the  Kansas  lino  as  Dave  was  to  tfco  Oklahoma 
line.  Hence  wo  find  record  of  tho  8th,  9th,  10th, 11th, 
12th,  13th,  llith  and  15th  children  as  being  born  not  in 
Kansas,  but  in  Nebraska.  Margaret  Elizabeth  was  called 
baok  to  Iowa  by  tho  doath  of  her  mother,  Jan.  26,  1886. 
She  took  her  baby  "Bella"  Margaret  Elizabeth  died  Sent 
27,1887,  about  nine  months  after  tho  birth  of  her  last 
child,  and  is  buried  in  Starks  Cemotory,  AotuesviHo.Oags 
County,  Nebraska.  David  died  in  Latah,  Washington,  and 
is  buried  in  the  I00F  Cemetery  thore.  With  one  excep¬ 
tion'1''  this  family  represents  tho  largest  number  of 
children  born  to  any  one  mother  in  the  history  of  the 
Bruners.  The  children  and  their  descendants  ore  widely 
scattered  throughout  the  West  as  an  examination  of  the 
address  section  of  this  book  will  show. 


.Lewis  Alexander  Bruner,  eighth  child  of  John  Lewis 
and  Hcnnah  C.  Hall  Bruner,  had  one  of  the  most interest¬ 
ing  and  adventurous  lives  of  any  Bruner  descendant  in 
America.  When  still  in  his  teens  he  went  to  Gago  Coun¬ 
ty,  Nebraska,  accompanied  by  his  sister  Mary  Martha.  In 
a  letter  to  Mr.  E.  E.  Correll,  Publisher,  Hebron, Thayer 
County,  Nebraska,  Lewis  Bruner  writes  as  follows: 

"I  enlisted  at  Beatrice,  Nebraska  in  Cp.A.,  First 
Nebr.  Militia,  in  the  summer  of  I869  and  bought  two  sad¬ 
dle  horses.  I  rode  one  and  Billy  Hobbs  the  other  one. 

I  served  five  mouths  and  was  discharged  Oct.  31st. 

"The  next  year  I  traded  my  state  pay, my  two  ho  re® , 
and  thirteen  acres  of  breaking  to  Mr.  TaLmadge  for  a 
team,  wagon,  and  harness  and  began  to  break  land  on  'Big 
Sandy1  (Thayer  County )  '  where  tho  town  of  Carletgfc, 
Nebr.  now  stands .  Thore  was  a  herd  of  buffalo  went  over 
tho  breaking  one  day  while  I  was  at  work. 

"Tho  next  day  after  I  finished  ay  brooking  I  went 
to  Foirbury  {Jefferson  County  )l  to  secure  a  nerriago 
license  for  Zereldn  Jane  Herding  and  myself.  Mr.  Ribum 
issued  tho  license  and  in  a  few  days  wo  wore  married  by 
Elder  Jacob  Hendershot.  We  think  that  was  tho  first 
wedding  that  for  up  on  the  Little  Blue  river.  It  was 
June  30th,  1870. 

"We  then  moved  to  our  homestead  near  Beatrice,  8 
milos  oast  on  Mud  Crook  {  .’Nebraska  )  where  wo  lived  a 
number  of  years.  Wo  celebrated  our  Golden  Wedding  Anni¬ 
versary  the  30th  of  June,  1920,  our  six  children,  two 
boys  and  four  girls,  being  present  .  {at  Asotin,Wash*j. 

"I,  too,  remember  the  Rose  Creek  Flood  and  water 
spout.  I  was  salt  over  thoro  with  a  squad  of  the  compnry 
to  help  take  care  of  the  sick  and  to  bury  tho  stock  thet 
had  boon  drowned.  The  water  had  boon  30  ft. deep  all  over 
the  valley.  There  was  one  _.<ho  died  of  fever  whale  vo 
were  thore  and  we  assistod  at  his  funaral.  I  have  for¬ 
gotten  his  name. 
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"I  Was  promoted  to  Second  Duty  Sergeant  in  a  .  few 
days  after  I  joined  the  Company  so  I  waa  in  charge  of  the 
squad  to  Rose  Creek.  I  think  E.M.Correll  was  First  Duty 
Sergeant. 

"I  would  like  to  know  if  John  'ft'.  Hughes  who  con¬ 
structed  so  many  buildings  ;pt  the  'writer'  to  drive  five 
head  of  steers  from  Sterling,  east  of  Beatrice, to  Farrell 
Ranch  on  Big  Sandy,  That  was  some  jobSU  Twenty-  five 
milos  from  Cub  Creek  to  Little  Sandy  on  a  hot  day  without 
a  drop  of  water.  But  I  got  there  just  the  same. 

"I  suppose  some  of  the  old  settlers  still  remember 
some  of  the  Co. A  boys.  There  is  one  in  particular  I  will 
mention.  Jack  Marion.  The  Lieutenant  sent  Marion  and 
another  man  out  to  hunt  up  a  bunch  of  cattle.  They  came 
back  about  noon  vdthout  them,  and  were  sent  again  with 
the  orders  to  not  return  without  the  cattje.  Marion  bor¬ 
rowed  Orderly  Sergeant  Talmadge’s  saddle  and  that  vr.s  the 
last  they  were  heard  of  until  after  the  company  was  dis¬ 
charged,  when  they  returnod,  were  discharged,  and  drew 
their  pay.  I  have  been  told  Marion  livod  south  of  Blue 
Springs  and  in  the  Fall  of  ’69  murderc-d  his  wife's  cousin 
near  Steel  City.  When  he  reached  hom  his  wife  accusedhim 
of  killing  her  cousin  and  told  him  if  he  had  ‘one  the  deed 
to  leave  and  never  come  back.  He  loft  tho  next  day  and 
the  officers  followod  him  to  Topeka,  Kansas,  where  they 
lost  track  of  him.  About  15  years  later,  or  in  1 88)4,  I 
lived  in  Chautauqua  County,  Kansas,  and  was  in  the  aunty 
seat,  as  a  juror.  I  knew  there  was  a.  man  in  the  County 
jail  by  the  name  of  Marion  so  I  asked  the  Sheriff  to  lot 
me  see  him.  I  watched  while  he  passed  the  prisoner  his 
breakfast  through  the  window.  Marion  came  rushing  ova* 
and  when  ho  caught  sight  of  me,  eyed  me  for  a  minute  .and 
went  on  to  eating.  I  said,  "flollo  .kick,  is  the  Sheriff 
feeding  you  as  Captain  John  R.  Brown  did  on  the  Little 
Blue?'  He  said,  ’’I  don't  know  anything  ttbauir  Brown.'  I 
returned,  'So  you  are  not  the  boy  who  used  to  milk  the 
widow's  cow  early  in  tho  morning  before  the  lady  was  up?" 
He  said,  'No,  but  it  was  a  jcJ^on  the  widow.'  I  told  him 


the  big  scar  on  his  right  cheek  gavo  him  away.  He  plod 
guilty  of  stealing  a  wagon  from  an  Indian,  was  sentence^, 
reprieved,  and  taken  to  Beatrice  where  he  was  tried, 00  n- 
victed  of  murder,  and  hung.  The  Sheriff  told  me  tho  re¬ 
ward  had  been  taken  off  so  wo  didn't  receive  anything  — 
at  least  I  didn't. 

"Mr.  Editor,  I  have  often  wondered  if  the  avsBbcra 
of  Co.A  were  of  any  benefit  to  Thayer  County.  ...  In 
April  1920,  there  was  a  pension  claim  agant  came  from 
Seattle  to  see  mo  about  my  claim.  He  said  the  government 
was  not  satisfied  turning  us  down  as  it  did  without  more 
evidence  so  I  was  sworn  in  and  ho  took  down,  ry  ovi  dc-nc  e 
on  a  typewriter.  He  was  busy  three  fourths  of  a  day  end 
I  had  to  describe  everything  that  we  did  but  his  main 
quo at  was  to  find  out  how  much  scouting  wo  did  over  tho 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  line.  He  asked  me  how  far  south  of 
the  Republican  Rivor  we  were.  I  know  that  we  wore  to 
White  Took  and  he  said  that  was  in  Kansas.  He  asked  mehov 
many  times  wo  were  that  far  and  I  said  "Possibly  Utee  tinv®. 
He  claimed  our  trouble  was,  that  while  we  had  done  lots  of 
work.it  had  nearly  all  been  in  Nebraska  and  Nobrasko  had 
not  made  provisions  to  pay  their  militia  as  had  Kansas." 

Zerelda  Jais  Hording,  wife  of  Lewis  Alexander  Brun¬ 
er,  was  one  of  four  children  born  to  W.T. Harding  and 
Sarah  E.  Monroe.  She  writes  tho  following  story  of  IrktEci, 
prairie  firo6,  and  other  thrilling  pioneer  experiences  in 
the  days  when  our  ancestors  wore  taming  Southeastern  Neb¬ 
raska. 

"It  was  in  the  year  1369,  that  father  and  family 
moved  from  Iowa  to  Nebraska.  Wo  had  two  oovered  wagons, 
and  two  horses  hitched  to  them;  we  had  three  cows  tied 
behind  one  of  them.  Wo  were  three  or  four  weeks  on  t  h  o 
road;  our  destination  was  the  Farrol  ranch  on  the  Little 
Blue  River,  where  we  left  our  two  cows,  as  the  other  one 
become  sick  and  foot-sore  and  we  had  to  leave  her  behind. 

"We  drove  aoross  tho  river  to  where  the  town  :Y  Hobnzi 
now  stands,  but  there  was  not  then  a  house  in  sight.  But 
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vie  found  a  company  of  soldiers  stationed  there,  --  they 
said  they  were  there  to  guard  the  settlers  from  the  In¬ 
dians.  Some  time  before  the  Indians  had  made  a  raid  and 
drove  off  the  stock  and  killed  one  man  who  resisted  than. 

"When  dinner  was  over,  which  was  cooked  on  a  .  camp 
fire,  vie  hitched  up  and  drove  to  a  little  stream  c  al  led 
Spring  Creek,  about  a  mile  from  camp,  and  stopped  at  Mr. 
Kingsley's;  he  said  we  could  camp  there  until  father 
could  locate  a  claim.  They  were  glad  to  have  people  set¬ 
tle  close  by,  on  account  of  having  school  and  church. 
There  wore  twenty- five  or  thirty  families  already  there 
in  that  neighborhood,  their  dwellings  were  all  dugouts  or 
sod-housjs,  as  that  was  a  prairie  country  and  no  lumber 
for  immediate  use. 

"I  think  it  was  the  first  of  September  when  we  ar¬ 
rived  at  our  destination,  and  the  first  tiling  the  mcr.  had 
to  do  was  to  put  up  hay  for  the  stock.  One  of  the  neigh¬ 
bors  had  a  mower  and  rake,  which  father  borrowed. Some  cf 
•■die  neighbors  volunteered  their  help,  an.  they  socr:  had 
several  large  stacks  of  hay  put  up.  In  our  family  were 
father,  mother  and  an  older  brother,  myself,  jrqo  your.gor 
sisters,  and  a  baby  brother,  three  years  old.”' 

"Father  and  my  brother  located  their  claims  arid  went 
right  to  work  to  build  a  dugout  on  my  brother's  claim, 
first,  as  there  was  a  spring  or  wn tor-pool  on  it.  After 
they  had  a  room  largo  enough  for  a  kitchen,  wo  moved  ovor. 
It  was  about  two  miles  from  the  settlamont.  Wo  put  up 
the  bedstoad,  stove,  and  tabic  in  tho  dugout,  then  wo took 
the  top  boxes  with  bows  and  covers  from  off  the  wagons 
and  sot  thorn  on  the  ground;  then  with  a  liberal  supply 
of  frosh  hay  for  mattresses  we  proooeds-d  to  make  down  cur 
bods  and  stow  nray  things  we  did  not  havo  room  for  in  tho 
dugout.  Father  went  right  to  work  to  enlarging  ourroon, 
and  when  it  was  done  wo  had  a  largo,  roomy  room  with  a 
stove  in  one  end  and  a  fireplace  in  the  other. 

"I  will  toll  you  about  a  prairie  fire  we  had  before 


wo  novod  into  our  dugout.  >Ye  had  a  fire  guard  all  around 
our  place,  which  was  made  by  plowing  a  few  furrows '  and 
then  in  a  rod  or  so,  a  few  more  furrows,  one  then  burn¬ 
ing  the  grass  between.  We  felt  pretty  safe  from  fires, 
but  one  day  the  wind  had  been  blowing  a  gale  from  the 
south,  and  as  evening  came  on  we  could  see  the  flames. 
It  cane  on  like  a  hurricane;  it  jumped  our  fire-guard 
and  was  upon  us  before  we  could  think  what  to  do.  -ty 
brother  turned  loose  the  stock  that  was  tied  to  tbehitch- 
ing  rack.  The  main  fire  passed  and  the  grass  where  we 
had  been  working  was  tramped  down,  and  the  fire  did  not 
burn  so  fiercely,  lie  went  to  work  to  put  out  the  flames. 
Our  wagon  covers  caught  firs  and  sons  of  our  bedding 
burned  before  tho  fire  was  put  out.  There  was  one  feath¬ 
er  bed  and  two  pillows  and  other  things  burr.od. Feathers 
scattered  for  rail  as  ovor  the  prairie.  The  next  morning 
ny  brother  vent  to  look  for  the  stock.  Ihe  fire  had 
passed  the  cows,  but  the  horses  kept  ahead  of  the  firo 
and  went  to  the  settlement  where  the  plowed  fields  stop¬ 
ped  the  fire.  It  burned  all  our  hay. 

"Ry  that  time  the  frost  had  killed  all  the  grass 
and  we  had  to  cut  that  frost-bitten  stuff  for  the  stock. 

J  want  to  tell  you  what  kind  of  grass  v;e  had  in  that 
part  of  Nebraska.  It  was  called  blue-stem;  when  it ’.'.Hit 
to  seed  the  seed  stems  would  shoot  up  four  cr  five  feet 
high;  it  was  jointed  like  rye-grass  that  grows  here  in 
the  valleys  (i.e.  in  Idaho  and  Washington) .  You  can  Im¬ 
agine  a  fire  sweeping  through  tho  country  in  that  ta  1 1 
grass;  it  would  burn  off  at  the  bottom  and  the  wi  nd 
would  carry  it  for  rods. 

"I  will  tell  you  about  an  Indian  scare  vie  had  that 
fall.  After  father  had  finished  his  building,  ho  took 
one  of  our  teams  and  wagons  ana  went  to  Beatrice  to  get 
supplies  for  the  winter.  It  was  about  seventy'  mile  s 
distance.  Ihere  was  a  store  fifteen  miles  away,  but 
they  did  not  carry  all  kinds  of  supplies.  It  took  him 
several  days  to  make  the  trip.  One  evening  one  of  our 
neighbors  came  and  told  us  there  ‘were  rumors  that  the 
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Indians  were  going  to  make  a  raid.  He  said  we  had  better 
come  to  the  settlement,  which  we  did.  My  brother  hitrfied 
the  horses  to  the  wagon  and  drove  over  to  Mr.  Cornell's, 
where  the  neighbors  ware  gathered, 

"The  men  drove  the  wagons  in  a  oircle  near-  the  stabl  e 
and  tied  the  horses  inside  the  enclosure.  They  took  their 
guns  and  ammunition  and  watched  there  through  the  night. 
The  women  were  in  the  dugout.  They  brought  in  the  axa  and 
how,  —  they  did  not  know  but  what  they  might  be  needed. 
Thera  was  no  sleep;  we  watohed  all  night,  and  attte  peep 
of  day  we  looked  across  the  prairie  and  saw  something  mov¬ 
ing.  As  it  became  lighter,  we  could  see  it  was  "hCrso- 
baokers1;  they  seemed  to  separate  and  go  in  different  di¬ 
rections  as  if  they  were  going  to  different  homes.  One 
of  our  men  got  on  a  horse  and  rode  in  that  direction  as 
far  as  the  oreek  about  a  half  a  mile  distant.  He  came 
racing  back  and  saidi  "Isn't  that  a  pretty  set  of  red 
devils?'  Well,  wo  were  scared  and  3ure  thought  we  wore 
in  for  a  fight.  We  kept  watching  the  outfit.  Pretty  soon 
the  sun  came  up.  What  do  you  think  wo  saw?  Not  the  red 
devils,  but  the  shining  blue  uniforms  of  a  company  o  f 
regular  soldiers.  They  had  heard  of  the  intended  raid 
and  rode  to  see  if  the  Indians  had  ocane. The  captain  ond 
several  of  the  officers  took  breakfast  with  us.  It  was 
surely  a  relief  after  an  awful  night  of  suspense.  This 
happened  after  Captain  Brown's  company  was  discharged  and 
went  away. 

"That  was  the  laat  we  heard  of  the  Indians,  but  the 
next  spring  Mr.  Hendershot  and  brother-in-law  ha  boon 
plowing  sod.  They  turned  their  horses  loose  to  graze 
while  they  ate  their  dinner.  Pretty  soon  they  looked  out 
and  saw  an  Indian  or  white  man  driving  off  their  horses. 
They  r  an  out  and  kept  shooting  at  him,  but  he  got  aw  a  y 
with  the  horses.  There  were  eleven  horses  stolen  from 
that  neighborhood.  They  thought  it  was  done  by  whiteraen 
who  'layod  it  on'  the  Indians. 


"The  next  spring,  in  I87O,  Mrs.  Rawson  built  the 
first  frame  house  south  of  the  river.  Each  Sunday  we 
went  there  to  Sunday  School  and  chirr  oh,  which  was  held 
there  in  her  house. 

"On  Juno  3Cth  of  that  year  X  was  married  to  L.  A. 
Bruner,  one  of  the  soldiers  whom  I  met,  stationed  at 
Ft.  Butler  (near  Hebron)  to  guard  the  settlers  from  tin 
Indians.  Our  wedding  was  the  first  that  far  up  the 
Little  Blue  River." 

Lewis  Alexander  and  Zerelda  Jane  Harding  Bruner  , 
as  told  above,  settled  in  G-'-ge  County,  Nebraska,  eight 
miles  east  of  Beatrice  on  Mud  Creek.  Here  the  first 
three  children  wore  born.  Between  April  10,  1577  and. 
April  15,  I878  Lewie  Alexander  and  his  brother-in-law, 
David  Faler,  traded  farms  (seo  page  10)  and  so  the  forth 
and  fifth  children  were  born  in  Chautauqua  County&uisas. 
From  here  the  family  moved  to  Woodson  C ountv f. anses.whcr e 
the  sixth  child  was  born  Jan. ^,188)4..  From  here  they  care 
back  to  lorn  for  a  visit,  and  then,  having  sold  their 
property'  in  Kansas,  migrated  to  Idaho  County',  north 
central  Idaho,  where  the  seventh  and  last  child  was 
born  Jon.  2h,  I889.  They  homesteaded  near  Cottonwood, 
r,  town  not  far  from  Grangeville .  After  living  hero  a 
number  of  years,  the  fathor  and  mother  retired  aoros  s 
the  Snake  River  to  Asotin,  Washington. 

Uncle  Lewi  8  and  Aunt  Jane  had  a  host  of  relatives 
and  friends  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  They  were  al¬ 
ways  respeoted  and  admired  and  were  hospitable  end  we  11- 
read.  Uncle  Lewis’  pioneering  articles  and  Aunt  Jane*  s 
poems  appeared  in  several  newspapers.  In  later  years 
several  of  their  nieoes  and  newphews  from  Iowa.iuiud- 
ing  the  campilator,  a  great-grand-nephew,  went  to  the 
great  Northwest  to  visit  them.  Uncle  Lewis  died  July 
16,  1929,  at  the  age  of  80  years,  9  months,  and  19  days. 

I  picture  him  always  with  his  tall  stature,  ruddy  com¬ 
plexion,  white  beard,  and  broad,  blaok  sombrero,  — 
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the  typical  western  pioneer.  Aunt  Jane  is  still  living 
in  Aaotin,  Washington,  at  the  age  of  8I4.  The  number  of 
Bruner  nieces  and  nephews  is  356,  —  fully  half  of  all 
the  Bruner  descendants  living  today.  Of  these,  33  are 
privileged  to  address  her  as  great- great-great-aunt.  In 
addition  Aunt  Jane  hes  six  children,  20  grandchildren  , 
ana  great-grandchildren. 

Mary  Martha,  the  ninth  ohild  of  John  Lewis  and 
Hannah  C.  Hall  Bruner,  went  to  Nebraska  with  Lewis  Alex¬ 
ander,  her  brother,  as  related  above.  £,§he  kept  house 
for  him  for  a  time.  During  the  period  get.  18,1869  to 
Sept.l,  1870,  she  married  Andrew  Emery  Fuller  and  the 
couple  lived  neighbors  to  Lewis  Alexander  Bruner  and  to 
Will  Mi t tons .  They  also  lived  in  a  dugout.ifottlosnakos 
nested  on  the  roof  and  sometimes  foil  through  i  n  si  do. 
Mary  Martha  killed  one  one  time  and  ooiled  it  on  the 
stop  in  order  to  soars  Andrew,  who  didn't  care  much  a- 
bout  snakes.  In  the  fall  of  18?2  they  returned  t  o 
Buffalo  Township,  Linn  County,  Iowa .  The  winter  was 
spent  in  the  home  of  George  Washington  Minehart  and  his 
mother-in-law,  Hannah  C.  Hall  Brunor.  Here  tho  second 
child  was  bom.  The  Fullers  lived  on  several  farms,  a- 
mong  them  being  the  place  northwest  of  the  rock  after 
which  Boulder  Township  was  named.  It  was  here  that  An¬ 
drew  fought  a.  serious  attack  of  pneumonia  one  winter  as 
a  result  of  over-exertion  in  chasing  an  obstreperous  hog. 
They  also  lived  on  the  Lem  Hunt  place  east  of  the  town 
of  Springville  in  Brown  Township;  and  cn  a  place  east 
of  Viola.  They  finally  bought  eighty  acres  of  their 
sister-in-law,  Catharine  Walanta  BrunerW  located  on© 
half  mils  east  of  Will  Shoemaker  Sr's.^*  on  the  Boulder 
Cemetery  road.  Andrew  had  a  team  of  spirited  sorrel 
horses  to  which  he  usually  gave  free  rein  and  as  a  re¬ 
sult,  sped  over  the  roads  at  a  great  rate.  He  would  let 
them  drink  whether  overheated  or  not,  much  to  tho  worry 
of  the  neighbors,  especially  brother-in-law  Will.  The 
latter  would  offer  them  hay.  His  theory  was  that  if  thoy 
rofusod,  ihoy  wore  too  hot  to  drink. 


Mary  Martha  3runer  died  of  consumption  in  1889'  on 
Oct.  18,  her  husband's  birthday.  She  was  agec  39  years, 
2  months,  and  17  days.  Andrew  Emery  Fuller  was  a  member 
of  Company  K,  756b  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry  and  c  :rv- 
od  in  the  Civil  'War.  Ho  died  at  the  homo  of  his  son, 
George  Hemp/-,  in  Central  City .  July  22,  1922,  aged  81 
years,  9  months,  and  U  days.  In  tho  Fuller  familythere 
three  boys  and  three  girls.  Two  brothers  married  bwo 
sisters,  two  sisters  married  two  brothers,  and  theo+her 
brother  and  sister  married  a  brother  and  sister. 

Lydia  Ann,  tenth  and  last  child  of  John  Lewis  Brun¬ 
er,  was  the  only  one  born  in  Iowa.  She  married  Thomas 
C.  Bond,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  bom  i  n 
Massachusetts,  one  of  thirteen  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Janes  Bond.  Ten  Bond  was  to  have  married  Anetta 
Jane  Smith,  a  niece  of  I.ydia  Ann,  but  she  died  on  the 
date  of  her  proposed  marriage,  July  7,  1070.  Tom  and 
Lydia  Ann  Bruner  Bond  lived  in  Maine  Township  one  and  os- 
half  miles  east  of  Central  City,  Lydia  Ann  died  of  con¬ 
sumption  Mar.  14,1882,  at  the  age  of  29  years,  l’.-nathpnd 
2  days.  There  were  no  children.  Tom  Bond  *  rc-rsuvicC. 
twice.  His  third  wife  was  Mrs.  Lucilla  Johnson.  He  is 
buried  at  Central  City.  All  of  the  ten  Lewis  Bruce r 
children  and  their  husbands  or  wives,  as  the  case  may oq 
are  buried  in  Boulder  Cemetery,  Buffalo  Township,  linn 
County,  Iowa,  except  where  otherwise  indicated. 

Katherine  Brunor,  third  child  of  George  Adam  ana 
Catherine  Margaret  Pastre  Brunna-  married  Philip  Coffits. 
Ph5  lip  Coffits  was  born  in  Germany,  probably  in  tbs  king¬ 
dom  of  Bavaria.  He  was  a  brother  of  Catharine  Margaret 
Coffits  Brunor,  wife  of  Peter  Jeremiah  Bruner,  brother 
of  his  own  wife,  Katharine  Bruner  Coffits.  Phobe, oldest 
child  of  Philip  and  Katharine,  was  born  July  19,1836, in 
Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio.  The  second  child,  Catharine,  and 
third  child,  John,  wore  also  born  in  Fairfield  County. 
In  tho  early  year  of  I6I1I4  the  family  oame  to  Bouldor 
Township, Linn  County, I awn.  Their  farm. was  about  a  mile 
southwest  of  tho  Boulder  Schoolhouse  .'-5

John  Coffits,  third  child  of  Philip  and  Katharine 
Bruner  Coffits,  married  on  Jan. 30,1866  Catharine  6  irk, 
sister  of  Agnes,  Susie,  and  John  E.  Birk,  whoso  names  ap¬ 
pear  elsewhere  in  this  book.  Catharine,  daughter 
"Grandpa”  Erhard  Birk,  was  born  at  Whupauetta,  Ohio, Jan  , 
l6,18hi+  and  crane  to  Iowa  with  liar  parents.  They  lived  for 
a  time  near  Prairieburg.  Aftor  her  marriage  to  John  Sof¬ 
fits  aha  lived  with  him  on  his  father's  farm  in  Soctio:.  6 
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in  Buffalo  Township  about  or.e  mile  southwest  of  the  Boul¬ 
der  Schoolhouso.  John  was  something  of  an  inventor,  in¬ 
venting  among  other  things  a  reversible  farm  gate.  Cath¬ 
erine  died  Nov.  10,  19O8  (buriod  in  Boulder)  and  on  Jan. 
1,  1913  John  remarried  Susan  Margaret  Ristinc  Byerly  at 
Central  Point,  Oregon.  He  died  Oct,  19,  1931,  in  Minnea¬ 
polis  end  is  buried  in  Sunset  Memorial  Cemetery. 

Henry  Coffits,  the  fourth  child,  died  unmarried  at 
the  age  of  twenty -two  and  is  buried  in  Boulder.  Alexander, 
the  fifth  child,  married  on  Oct.  15,  1871.  Amelia  Frasirg- 
er,  daughter  of  a  hotel  proprietor  in  Marion,  Linr.  County, 
Iowa,  They  settlsd  in  Otter  Crook  Township,  at  a  place 
called  Dry  Creek.  In  1880  they  moved  to  Gowrie,  Webster 
Co.,  Iowa,  by  team  and  wagon.  Here  they  bought  80  acres 
of  land,  on  which  they  built  a  house  lipc20  ft.  and  a  straw 
burn.  In  IS89  they  purchased  another  80  aorcs  and  erected 
new  buildings,  which,  when  roads  were  laid  out,  were  80 
rods  free,  the  highway.  In  1897  they  sold  out  and  bought  a 
farm  near  Hilda,  Southwestern  Minnesota.  For  a  time  it 
seamed  that  this  would  be  a  lost  branch  of  the  Bruner  fam¬ 
ily  and  the  eompilator' s  discovery  of  ft  clue  was  almost 
accidental.  Descendants  now  spell  their  name  "Coffitt  "  , 
Both  Alexander  and  Amelia  are  buried  at  Fulda. 

Lewis  Coffits,  sixth  and  last  child  of  Philip  .  and 
Katharine  Bruner  Coffits,  married  Nancy  Schoonover. 3°  it 
is  said  that  Nancy's  parents  had  each  b6en  married  pre¬ 
viously  and  had  families  of  their  own.  The  names  Sanford 
(Sanders,  San  vers)  and  Y?ard  were  involved.  They  went  to 
McCook,  Red  Willow  County,  Nebraska.  Lewis  hud  been  sc  - 
quainted  with  Nancy  here  in  Icwa  and  sc  also  went  to  Neb¬ 
raska  and  they  were  married  there.  Later  they  cane  back 
to  Linn  County,  Iowa,  and  lived  on  the  Philip  Minehart 
place  in  Maine  Township.  No  children  were  born,  however. 
Both  were  buried  in  Boulder  Cemetery,  Buffalo  Township. 

Philip  Coffits  was  a  largo  fleshy  atari  who  died  of 
apoplexy  Sept. 10,1870  at  the  age  of  6l.  He  was  buried  in 
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Boulder.  Katharine  lived  almost  four  years  longer.  She 
maintained  a  warm  friendship  for  on  old  Gerran  lajy  named 
Gottlieben  Cop-pie.  The  latter  came  to  America  with  Kat¬ 
rine  Huldreice  Sigmund,  mother  of  Herman  Sigmund,  Central 
City,  Iowa,  and  too’:  care  of  bar.

He  be¬ 
came  an  elder  and  remained  so  for  many  years  until  his 
death.  Nothing  pleased  him  better  than  to  hear  of  the 
prosperity  of  his  beloved  Reformed  Zion.  He  was  al s  o 
.'re-  surer  of  the  Township.  His  capacity  for  management 
in  business  both  in  the  church  and  civil  life  was  re¬ 
markable. 53  He  died  Bov.29,  IS?/*,  and  the  funeral  was 
held  on  Dec.  2  attended  by  a  large  concourse  of  sorrow¬ 
ing  friends  and  neighbors.

Catharine  Margaret  Coffits  Bruner,  wife  of  Peter 
Jeremiah,  alGo  belonged  to  the  Reformed  Church.  She  was 
a  member  for  forty  years.  She  was  very  strongly  attach¬ 
ed  to  her  husband  and  after  his  death  mourned  for  hi m 
deeply.  She  died  Jan.  21,  1875,  less  than  two  months 
after  her  husband  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond.  She  was 
buried  in  rlums  Cemetery,  as  wore  also  Peter  Frederick 
end  little  Christena. 

George  Adam  Brunner,  our  caramon  ancestor,  is  also 
buried  in  Plums  Cemetery.  He  was  a  tailor  by  trade.  He 
died  March  lU,  181*8,  at  the  age  of  72  years,  5  months, 
and  20  days.  The  697  Bruners  living  today  honor  his 
memory.
